Legislative. 

In  the  House,  on  Monday  evening,  Mr. 
Porenius  introduced  a  supplement  to  the 
Millbum  and  Caldwell  Railroad,  changing 
its  name  to  the  New  Jersey  and  New  Eng¬ 
land  Railroad  Co.  Authority  ia  granted  to 
consolidate  with  a  corporation  in  Rockland 
Co.,  N.  Y.,  ao  as  form  a  continioos  line  to 
the  Hudson  near  Fort  Clinton. 

Mr.  Henry  introduced  a  bill  to  6et  oil 
Franklin  township  from  Belleville.  The 
new  township  ia  to  embrace  about  half  the 
present  territory  of  Belleville. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
New  Jersey  Editorial  Association  in  regard 
to  the  unnecessary  publication  of  the  laws 
in  so  many  papers  ns  being  too  expensive 
and  uncalled  for.  It  was  referred  to  the 
Printing  Committee. 

A  bill  was  introduced  to  incorporate  the 

village  of  Irvington. 

A  bill  uraemlatory  of  the  game  laws  pro¬ 
rides  for  the  protection  of  fowls  and  fish  of 

nil  descriptions. 

On  Tuesday  The  Printing  Committee  held 
a  meeting  and  discussed  a  resolution  pro¬ 
viding  tliut  the  public  Jaws  be  advertised 
only  in  papers  having  a  certain  standard  of 
circulation,  and  not  in  “patent  outsides’’  or 
simple  advertising  sheets  ;  the  private  acts 
to  be  advertised  in  the  counties  to  which 
they  refer,  the  papers  therein  to  be  select¬ 
ed  by  the  Board  of  Freeholders. 

Mr.  Halsey  offered  a  remonstrance,  large¬ 
ly  signed  by  residents  of  Bloomfield,  against 
the  local  option  bill.  It  represents  that  the 
laws  now  existing  and  regulating  the  sale  of 
liquor  are  satisfactory  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  place. 

Mr.  Morrow  introduced  a  supplement  to 
Montclair  township  act  which  repeals  the 
entire  supplement  passed  last  year. 

February  19th  is  the  limit  fixed  for  the  re¬ 
ception  of  private  bills. 

On  Tuesday,  the  bill  relative  to  bonding 
Kearney  township  coming  up  on  its  second 
reading.  Mr.  Kirk  offered  a  remonstrance 
ngainst  it,  which  was  read.  On  motion  of 
Mr.  Morrow  the  bill  was  laid  over  for  one 
week. 

A  supplement  to  provide  for  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  unpaid  taxes  in  Westfield,  in  the 
county  of  Union,  makes  additional  provis¬ 
ion  in  consequence  of  the  death  of  Philemon 
E  Cox,  late  Collector  of  the  township  of 
Westfield. 

A  supplement  to  the  township  of  Linden, 
iu  the  Union  county,  requires  the  owners  in 
certain  Districts,  to  remove  ice  and  snow 
from  the  sidewalks  in  front  of  their  resi¬ 
dence,  within  four  hours  after  the  storm, 
and  if  they  fail  that  the  overseers  of  the 
roads  shall  remove  the  same  at  the  cost  of 
owners. 

Mr.  Halsey  introduced  a  bill  to  incorpo¬ 
rate  the  Bloomfield  Water  Company.  The 
corporators  are  Jacob  F.  Randolph,  John 
N.  \  an  Liew  and  Willard  Richards,  with  a 
capital  stock  of  $25,000,  and  to  increase  the 
same  to  S100.000. 

In ^he  Senate,  Tuesday,  petitions  were  re¬ 
ceived  against  the  taxiug  of  church  and 
benevolent  property. 

A  bill  was  also  introduced  to  prevent  the 
defacement  of  natural  scenery  on  the  Pali¬ 
sades  of  the  Hndson  by  signs  and  advertise¬ 
ments. 


Sleeping-cars  are  a  novelty  in  Europe,  al¬ 
though  Mr.  Pullman  is  about  to  introduce 
them  on  certainEnglish  railways.  The  Italian 
railways  connecting  Turin  with  Venice,  Bo- 
logne,  and  Flor°nce  have  just  introduced 
cars  with  sleeping  compartments,  which  are 
fitted  up  with  dressing-tables,  wash-stands, 
and  other  conveniences.  But  one  person, 
however, can  occupy  each  compartment,  and 
hence  in  an  ordinary  train  not  more  than 
ten  or  a  doses  people  can  be  provided  with 
bods.  Pullman  evidently  has  a  great  mis¬ 
sion  to  execute  in  Europe  by  acquainting 
the  people  with  the  luxuries  of  American 
sleeping-cars. 

A  beautiful  Southerner  called  upon  Sher¬ 
man  recently  to  obtain  some  evidence  from 
him  concerning  a  cotton  claim  she  is  pro¬ 
secuting.  “How  many  children  have  yon, 
moduli!  ?”  demanded  the  General.  “I  nave 
nine,  she  replied.  “Then,”  auswereil  the 
General,  decisively,  “you  hail  better  stop 
hunting  up  cotton,  and  go  to  Grunt  and  tell 
him  I  «ay  to  pension  you.  Any  woman  who 
has  had  nine  children  aud  looks  os  young 
and  handsome  as  vou  do  deserves  a  pen¬ 
sion.’* 

A  yonng  man  in  Indiana  sued  his  father 
for  loaned  money,  which  the  father  claims 
Tras  his  own  property.  The  latter’s  counsel, 
in  summing  up  the  case  of  his  client,  re¬ 
marked  ;  “Twice  has  the  prodigal  return¬ 
ed  to  his  father’s  house  ;  twice  has  he  been 
received  with  open  arms  ;  twice  for  him 
the  fatted  calf  been  killed  ;  and  now  he 
f’omea  back  and  wants  the  old  cow. 


Florida  papers  says:  “We  have  seen  an 
eucalyptus  sent  from  Washington.  It  is  a 
small  stalk,  about  one- quarter  of  an  inch  in 
diameter,  having  a  light  green  bark  and  a 
pointed,  elliptical  leaf,  about  one  and  a  half 
inches  in  length,  and  three  fourths  of  an 
inch  in  width.  The  leaf  i%of  a  deep  green 
color  so  ns  to  make  beantifnl  foliage  where 
abundant,  and  when  robbed  between  the 
fingers,  but  not  otherwise,  we  observe  in 
this  specimens,  it  emits  a  plesant  aroma.

She  was  horn  in  1839,  was 
twice  married,  and  her  celebrity  as  a  singer 
was  hardly  second  to  that  of  jenny  Lind. 
She  whs  the  daughter  of  a  Wullachian  noble¬ 
man,  and  her  mother  was  a  prima  donna  of 
considerable  reputation.
